Assaults on Coolies and Police, 


Three seamen of H. M.. &. Hawk hada 
rowdy night ashore on Wednesday, and in 
tho end found themselves in tho colls at 
the Central Police Station. The disorder 
commenced hy the men refusing to pay 
sickwhaw fares, then one of them assaulted 
's rickshnw coolie, and arrests. followed. 
On being takon to the Polies Station they 
became violent and assaulted two European 
and three Indian Police Officers. 

The men, whose names arc Horace 
‘Strotlon, Charles Atkins, ond Patrick 
‘Flynn, appeared at the Magistracy to-day 
before Mr J. H. Kemp and denied their 
guilt on the charges againet them. 

The avidence of tho first rickshaw coolie 
vas to the, offect that the second defendant 
sefused to pay him when ho asked for his 
dare, and then struck him in the mouth, 
Witness callod the police, and the three 
defendants were then arrested by an Indian 
Rargeant. 

Asked if he wished to put any questions, |: 
the second defendant said :—‘‘It's no gadd, 
to ask him any questions ; he’s ignchangpt 
tho cage.” i 

Similar ovidence was given by the two 
other rickshaw coolies. P. C. Elridge 
spoke to seeing the dispute batween the 
coolicgs and the sailors, Ono of tho 
lstber said he had paid a shilling in 
English mouey for the fare, but on witness 
suggosting that he should search the coolies, 
tho defendants objected. Witness then 
told'them to accompany him to the Police 
Station and on ‘the way up they behaved 
very disorderly. On being given an apport- 
tinity to pay the fnres and go, they refused 
snd said, “We will have our money’s worth 
mow; We have only just come aut on this 
station.” Sergt. Garrod then gave orders for 
the defendants to be searched, and whilst 
witnoxs and another constable searched the

George Dixon, champion Of the world in 
his own class, and invincible for years, died 
penniless, For the last yenr of his life ho 
was depondent on the charity of friends, 
Youny Griffo, onco regarded as his greatost 
rival, and a mar who made money. in 
chunks, is ‘down and out” financially, 
and is living in poverty. Terry McGovern, 
who won the title from Dixon, is still 
earning a good income on tho stage, but 
the bulk of the big fortune he piled up has 
been dissipated. Hu still haa an income 
from his savings, but it is becausc’ frionds 
have pinced it in trust for him. ;

Wrecks In All Waters. 


‘The hongry sea laid a hoayy toll upon 
human life during the yer 1908, says 
‘the Dady News Advertiser. Some of the 
worst disasters in the past twelve months 
H ware recorded in Pacific waters. Lous of 
lifo nt sea lest yoor upon the ocean was. 
2,273, and upon inland voters 199, aa 
compared with 1,785 upon the ocean and 
344 upon inland waters in 1907. 

One feature of the last year was the large 
numbar of missing vessels, whose fate will 
never be known. Both in Atlantic and 


Pacifio waters this list is exceptionally | ; 


large, and ft inclades the names of many 
well-known ships of all figs, for which 
hope was minintained for months, only to 
be reluctantly abandonod when there was 
no poraibility that disaster had not over- 
tokon them. . 

‘The past year was characterised by heavy 
ice flaesin the neighbourhood of Cape Horn, 
aud the general opinion isthat mot a few, 
staunch ships met their doom in the great 
bergs. This theory is substantiated by 
the fact that not a few ships were damaged 
by ice in rounding the cnps of storms. 

Tho ships Arthur Sovall, Alacrita, 
Bangalore, Falkland Dank. Carnedd 
Llewellys and Castle Book are among those 


who mystoriously disappeired with. all 
hands. No words of any kind, nota bitof 
wreckage, noclue whatover has ever reached 
civ:lisation to tell what fate overtook these 
ships. The Castle Rock wes bound from 
Australis to Seattle with coal, and never 
arrived, The othere were bound on voyages 
areund Cape Horn. 

The Asiatic Coast witnessed disasters in 
which the greatest loss of life is recorded. 
Tho Japancse steamer Matsu Maru, went 
down in the China Sea, March 22nd, with 
a loss of 243. On June 8th the steamer Pow 


| An ‘was wrecked, BO being lost. Tho 


steamer Ying King waa loston the samo 
treacherous coast on July 27th, and 300 
victims, mostly nstives, wore. drowned, 
A Japanese steamer foundered in the 
China Sea November 27th, and the luss 


of life is given ot 700. The British steamer 
Dunocarn was caughtin a typhoon August 
20th, and went down in the China Sea. 
Fifty-two lives wero lost, only’ two being 
saved of tho entire crew. On December 
3rd two Japanese vessels yore lost, the 
casualties being given at 360. The steamer 
Ginsei Maru went down of the coast of- 
Japan, December, 2nd; 70 being lost. In 
the wrecks of the steamers Bangkok and 
Taish Maru, in the China Sea, 149 wore 
drowned. 

Unquestionably the worst disaster of 
1908 on this coast was the wreck’ of the 
American cannery barquo Star of Bengal 
off Coronation Ieland, September 20th. In 
this disaster 111 lives wero sacrificed, a 
majority of them Chinese and Japanese. 
Early in January the British ship ‘artfield 
went to pieces off the coast of Vancouver- 
Island, not 4 survivor living to tell the tale, 


) Thirty lives wero lost. On January 14th 


the steamer Island Flyer was lost on Puget 
Sound, the death list being given as four- 
toon. r 

January's record in the Pitific is incom- 
plete without mention uf the loss of the 
Amorican ship Eolipsc, - which foundered 
north of the Hawaiian {slanda, while bound 
from Newcastle, Australia, to San Fran- 
cisco. This occurred on Januiry 19th, three 
of thecrew being lost, the othors aventually 
masking the “island coast. In February, 
the unlucky thirteenth, the American 
ship: Emily Reed went ashore close to 
the-mouth of the Columbia River, and ten 
unfortunate sailore were leat, the others 
succeeding in working land. On May 
Jst- the steam schooner Mindie E. 
Kelton, went ashore.in leavy weather 
off the. Southern. Oregoa Coast and 
1i men went fto a watery grave. On 
March 7th thie codfishing schooner John 
F. Miller was driven ashore in the Aleutian 
group and teri men + ure either drowned or 
frozen to death, 

ere were many other wrecks in all 
parta of the world. In’ January two pas- 
gonger steamers were losi.off the Morocco 
coast with s casualty list of 30.. In 
February tho steamer St. Cuthbert burned 
at sen, 15 men being. lost; The British 
cruiser Gladiator was aunkoff the Isle of 
Wight, April 25th, with « los of 36.

A QUESTION OF DOMICILE.

The Chief Justice in the course of his 
judgment ssid:—I have given my best 


J consideration to Sir Henry Berkeley's care_ 


ful and concise little argumont on a point 
which seems still open to argument on my 
judgment from which ho appealed, but 1 
think the conclusion of fact at which I 
artived was warranted, and that having 
specially in view the aspect of the bauk- 
ruptcy jurisdiction which I endeavoured to 
clucidate, the conclusion of law based on 
the conelusion of fact was sound. Before 
giving judgment a few days ago, however, 
the atténtion of the Court was drawn to 
Ordinance 6 of 1902, which apparently 
had heon overlooked by all of.us. Our 
attention was properly drawn to it because 
the Court is bound to take official cogniz- 
ance of the laws of the Colony, and 
solicitors, being officers of the Court are 
bound to assist the Court in the perform- 
ance of this duty, which, in the case of a 
Colonial Statute book is often a dificult 
one. We therefore deferred our judgment 
in order to see whether this Ordinance has 
apy bearing on the question before ua so 
an to induce ua to alter our judgment. 
It provides that the word ‘debtor’ as used 
in section three of the Bankruptoy Ordin- 
ance as revised, section 4 as it was 
then, is included ‘fa person who, though 
not himsclf personally within the Colony, 
carries on business by a agent within the 
Colony and possesses assets, therein,” and 
there 1s 8 fui expansion of the defini- 
tion which I shall refer to presently. Now, 
if in this caso, the debtor had stil! remained 
in Aunam, merely sending up his cinnamon 
to his agent the Wang Mow in this Colony 
for sale, he would have come’ within 
the meaning of this. definition A 
fortiori he would have come‘ within the 
bankruptcy jurisdiction, when, instead of 
remaining in Annam he comes: himsolf. to 
tha Colony to take some .part in the tran- 
saction of his business, But I do not base 
my decision on that ground because I 
believe that. consistantly with -the fun- 
damental principles. of jurisdiction aa I 
have explaned them, and consistantly with 
the remarks T have already made, and must. 
présently make, on the extraterritorial pro- 
visions of the colonial bankraptcy law, this 
debtor is properly subject to that law. As 
T have endeavor to explain it, T have not 
held that he isclearly within it, but having 
given the matter very careful considera: 
tion [ use the word “properly” advisedly. 
This really disposes of the case before us, 
Dut the question I haye now in my mind ia 
whether, this Ordinance 6 of 1902, having 
been reforred to, I ought not te go further, 
and express my opinion on it and n the 
larger question which is involved in it. 
This ordinance is most frankly extraterrit- 
orial, and thorefore it has become necessary 
to consider the question definitely; Iam giad 
I have done so because the conclusion to 
which I have come is a surprise to myself, 
and has upset my own preconceived notions 
on this important question of colonial con- 
atitutional law.
